NOTE  -The  figures  in  italics,  following  each  variety,  indicate  in  feet  the 
approximate  height  of  that  plant  when  mature.  It  must  be  understood,  how- 
ever,  that  many  varieties  in  their  native  habitant  greatly  exceed  this  height, 
but  soil  and  climatic  conditions  modify  their  growth  and  character  to  a 
variable  extent,  and  allowance  for  this  has  been  made  in  the  heights  given  here. 

We  recommend  that  all  varieties  marked  with  an  asterisk  be  lifted  with 
ball  of  earth  secured  in  burlap.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  loss  in 
these  plants,  which  is  otherwise  high,  is  reduced  to  a minimum  if  handled  in 
this  way.  This  will  involve  an  extra  charge  per  plant,  as  follows:
